We 
buve already expressed our opinion that the 
subatitulion of regulation for sapprearsion 
would ba the proper course to adopt, If, 
however, the Government or public opinion 
objects to the opea’ recognition of public 
gambling, then s. policy of largely reduced 
interference might be tried. Tho order of 
the Government issued in 1883 was to the 
effect that action was to be talon against 
gamblers only where surrounding circum- 
atances or neighbourhood left no doubt as to 
the character of the house. The police seam 
4o have interpreted this to mean that in. 
formers wight still bo employed to assist in 
the detection of public gambling, and to bave 
taken the statements of these extremely 
unreliable man as aufficient to remove all 
doubt ae to tho character of particular 
houses. This is a syatery which ought un. 

Let houses be 
proceeded against only on the complaint of
